pheria round , and it has been generally obſerved, that 
thoſe perſons which have been moſt affected with it, 
either they themſelves, or ſome of their neareſt Rela- 
tives, have been all along for the moſt part Round , as 
the World has gone too long , Sublata canſa tollitur 
; nd94 The Cure of all Diſeaſes is wrought by a 
depulſion of the Cauſe. Ta@ns, quaſi TaFus, vim habet 
folam Tangendi; The Touch, as Touch, hath only the 
power of Touching : Otherwiſe by conſequence, that 
certain virtue which is in the body, were it noxious , 
would alſo by the ſame Touch be communicated , but 
the Touchit ſelf hath not this virtue : —_ then that 
other Diſeaſes may proceed from one and the ſame 
Cauſe, in ſome other parts of the body , the ſame 
Touch might prove Energetical for their- removal 3 
but being it cannot be ſo , % Cure muſt either be mi- 
raculous, or wholly attributed to the Imagination of 
the Patient ; but we cannot believe it to be miraculous, - 
for in times paſt the Apoſtles and Primitive Chriſtians , 
both for the further Illuſtrating of God's Glory , and

augmenting of Chriſtian Religion, ma,mum impoſutione 
muultos ſanirunt , have healed many by a Touch ; and 
moſt true it is , God willnot have miracles inconfide- 
ray wrought , for the pleaſure of any man 3 So that 
the ſtles have ſignified to us, that , That which 
they did , wasnot by their own power , or by virtue 

wer of the Touch, and in their own ſtrength , 
but by the Indulgence and ſpecial Mandate of the 
Great Jehovah. | ” 

Therefore thoſe Seven Sons of Shevah the Jew, who 
attempting by the ſame name , to conjure the Devils , 
have, by induring their horrid violence , ſufficiently 
felt the puniſhment of their temerarious , and unady1- 
ſed boldneſs : Hence we may conclude , That 'tis not 
lawful for ordinary perſons to aſſume ſo great a power , 
their skill in healing is not the Gift of God, as appear- 


eth by the quality of the perſons, who are generally 


Tgnorant , and prophane ; for which very cauſe, God 
will not reveal his Counſels to them , but to them that 
truly fear him : Tis true , if it be his pleaſure, he can 
bring Good out of Evil. There are in the world, too 
many of theſe prodigious and ſeducing Juglers,which do 
probably ſome ſmall inconſiderable things; Theſe S7»zple- 
tons, through the pretence and reputation of Divine 


power, may cure ſome ſimple wounds which only requi- . 


red Union,which Nature would have done her ſelf. Thus 
they daily make a noiſe, with their forged miracles, 
and make any Truth of any falſhood, be it never fo 
notorious, and a prejudicated. opinion of fuch mens 
ſuppoſed ſufficiency , they themſelves being not really 
able todiſcern betwixt right and wrong, Good and 
Evil; they are great Uſurpers upon other mens Mw, 
age

againſt whom I ſhall advance the Avant-guard of all 
my might and force, not only to batter, but totally de- 
feat, depreſs, and lay theſe evil Spirits , who have no 
more dangerous ſnare , than this condition of Faith , 
that thoſe who will have help or ſuccour at their hands, 
mult believe they can do them good. 

As to the Imagination, it being divers, in ſome ſtron- 
ger, in ſome weaker, we may ſuppoſe nothing, but an 
uncertain Event , can be expected from an uncertain 
Cauſe. The unreaſonable part of Fancy juggles too 
much with the judgments and underſtandings of men , 
that they can ſcarce contain themſelves from believing , 
and conſulting with ſome ridiculous folly : thus able is 
Imagination not only to deceive ſenſe, but obſcure vur 
Reaſon. If there be any good which the World fan- 
cies in them , they have it by Accident , by the power 
and virtue of Fancy , wherein is neither certainty nor

Edward the Confsffor , that had the reputation of a ſwn- 
oular Piety , was deemed by the People one that could 


work Miracles , he cured not only thoſe ( which privi- 


ledge deſcended to his Succeſlors ) but other Ulcers 
and Swellings , which his Succeſlors could not. This 
being therefore a Prerogative belonging only to the

Royaliſt and Committee-man , had one only Child, a

Churches Glory aflerted ; He has been the ſame Defen-

His Title was our Fame, the Truth of it our happineſs, 
and will be His, for which very cauſe, as a reward of a
